No question is so vital as COT­ 
TON in this Hamlin section of Tex ­ 
as. 
People who have traveled ex ten­ 
sively say the cotton outlook in this 
County and surrounding counties is 
better than any where else in Tex as. 
So it is appropriate to say , “This 
is COTTON WEEK around Hamlin.” 
An inspection over Jones Coun­ 
ty Monday reveals ex tensive activi­ 
ty . 
There is a Pest War going on, 
and the front line ex tends down ev­ 
ery row in this whole cotton area. 
It would seem that it must be war 
to make any cotton this season. Day 
and night the 
poisoning goes on, 
some by tractors, cultivators, aero­ 
planes, and y et there is no real per­ 
il from pests. The leaf worm 
is 
perhaps the most ex tensive, while 
in some fields plenty of weevil evi­ 
dence is present. There are not as 
many blooms as should be. But some 
of this is caused by the hot day s 
preceding the last rains. Almost all 
cotton is beginning to re-form and 
if the weevil and leaf worm do not 
stop it, there will be growth and 
production till frost.

cotton. Also 
each of 
their 
several big houses 
has been 
connected by paved runway s to per­ 
mit the power transports to shuttle 
bales in any kind of weather. 
HAMLIN 
COTTON 
OIL MILL, 
with Jim Moody as Manager, 
has 
been headquarters 
for poison the 
past few weeks, and they have had 
dozens of farmers each day clamor­ 
ing for poison. This summer the Oil 
Mill has not been so busy making 
improvements 
as in 
other 
y ears 
owing to the fact that they did so 
much last y ear. Moody say s seed will 
bring big money this y ear, and they 
are ready to take every ton they 
can buy . 
THE PIONEER GIN AND COT­ 
TON CO. has been the center of 
unwanted attraction lately , due to 
the fact that a big warehouse near 
by burned 
and 1400 black 
cotton 
bales lay all around. But that fea­ 
ture is clearing up now, as it was 
sold and the buy ers have been ship­ 
ping it out. T. E. Harden, Manager 
and promoter of the Harden Stor­ 
age, say s he wishes he had his ware 
house rebuilt now to store feeds if 
not cotton in this fall. That means 
the house will be rebuilt as soon as 
possible. 
The cotton fire 
delay ed 


the Pioneer Gin from being ready 
when the first bales began to come 
in. In fact, the second and third 
bales for Hamlin were brought to 
the Pioneer by Roy Dillard, but be­ 
cause he did not get in on the first 
premium, his cotton was kept over 
to dry out. This will be ginned Fri­ 
day or Saturday . Thad Harden say s 
the gin force will not be much dif­ 
ferent from that of last y ear. T. E. 
heads the list with his son, Alford 
(Jack), as first Assistant Manager; 
his daughter, Mrs. Ineth Williams, 
chief bookkeeper; and the old stand 
by s, like 
Bill Smith, 
Van Huling, 
Mike Rines, and Ben Wilkerson will 
do the gin work. This is really a 
pioneer gin bunch. 


NEINDA FARMERS GIN is con­ 
sidered in Hamlin Area and figures 
in all new's about cotton in the Ham­ 
lin country . If one passes the Neru­ 
da Gin these day s, he will see some 
of the most ex tensive improvements 
y et done this y ear in Jones County .

house. It is modeled for speed, pro­ 
tection and comfort, and was badly 
needed. 
Also this Cooperative gin 
has rebuilt and relocated their seed 
house, put in a larger engine, doub­ 
ling last season’s power, built a near 
dust proof 
engine room, 
showers 
for the men, and a general clean up 
of this famous old gin location. Mr.

Benjamin Louis Carriker, 
promi­ 
nent stock farmer of 
Fisher 
and 
Kent counties for many y ears, died 
at the local hospital Thursday after­ 
noon, August 21, after an illness of 
some time. 
Funeral services were conducted 
at McCaulley cemetery Friday after­ 
noon, by Rev. Joe R. May es of Abi­ 
lene, Baptist pastor, with Weathers- 
bee funeral directors in charge. 
Mr. Carriker leaves his 
widow 
and six children: Calvin and Coy of 
Roy ston; Mrs. H. F. Grindstaff 
of 
Rotan; Claud and May of Claire- 
mont, and Bennie of Jay ton. Also 
surviving are seven 
grandchildren, 
five brothers and three sisters, who 
are: Matt Carriker of 
Roby , 
Bill 
Carriker of Roy ston, Sam Carriker 
of Mountain Park, 
Okla.; 
Charlie 
Carriker of Say re, Okla.; Cam Car­ 
riker of Holdenville, Okla.; 
Mrs. 
Susie Cowden of Wheeler; Mrs. Dol- 
lie Landtroop of Say re, Okla.; Mrs. 
Jessie Miller of Messilla Park, N, 
M. All the children 
and 
grand­ 
children were here for the funeral, 
Three brothers and one sister were 
also present. 
Mr. Carriker was born in Lafaet- 
te county , Mississippi, 
March 
10, 
18 73. At the age of fifteen he went 
to the then Indian Territory 
and 
spent 19 y ears there. He then moved 
to Tex as and settled 
at 
Roy ston, 
where he lived 17 
y ears 
before 
moving to Kent County , where he 
had continued to reside. 
On September 19 , 18 9 5, he 
was 
married to Miss Alice Irby . 
To this 
union nine children were born, three 
died in infancy . 
Coming to this country he became 
a large land owner in the Roy ston 
country and held business property 
in Rotan and Hamlin. He acquired 
ex tensive land holdings in 
Kent 
and Stonewall counties 
and 
had 
other properties in other parts of 
Tex as and Oklahoma. 
NOTE:— The Carriker family has 
figured very much in the Hamlin 
and eastern part of Fisher Co. dur­ 
ing the y ounger y ears of 
B. 
L. 
Carriker. He was for several y ears 
a director 
of 
one 
of 
Hamlin’s 
banks and a fine jolly fellow.

know B. L. Carriker wras to

him. 


About 2:00 A.M. Tuesday neigh­ 
bors of the Otto James Second Hand 
Furniture Store were awakened by 
a terrible smoke to find the store 
well started with a blaze that black­ 
ened it from one end to the other. 
This store stands almost across the 
street from the Post Office, and is 
located where a good spread of a 
wild blaze could reach over a wide 
area. 
The fire boy s were on the job in 
a jiffy and quicker than y ou’d be­ 
lieve had the dense smoking licking 
blaze conquered before it could eat 
through the thin plank walls. Per­ 
haps 
every thing was so 
scorched 
and blackened until the entire stock 
would be 
considered ruined, 
and 
the same may be true of most of 
the building. If the building should 
be unsuitable for rebuilding, a re­ 
construction would be of material 
to conform to the fire zones. 
Fortunately , 
Hamlin’s 
fires re­ 
cently have been 
controlled to the 
point that the penalty on insurance 
will not mount so high.

Cotton forms the base for worlds 
of labor in this section of Tex as.

Give this country rain, and plenty 
of poison and watch the white bales 
roll in spite of the bugs.

Perhaps the largest single sell of 
cotton ever to take place in Jones 
County took place in Hamlin 
last 
Saturday when nearly 1,400 dam­ 
aged bales were sold to the high­ 
est bidder. $41,500.00 was the sum 
total buy , according to reliable re­ 
ports. Firms from the Atlantic 
to 
Dallas had a part in the deal. 
This cotton was that stored 
by 
the Harden Storage and was a sal­ 
vage from the fire that destroy ed 
the warehouse, and 
blackened ev­ 
ery bale. 
The amount received for the cot­ 
ton was about 40 per cent as per 
the current prices at the time of 
the fire. But when y ou consider the 
price of the cotton back when it 
was first stored, the amount receiv­ 
ed by the Insurance Co. was nearly 
the full value of the cotton then. 
Had the 1400 bales been a total 
loss, the cost of insurance in Ham­ 
lin would have been ex tra high for 
the nex t few y ears, to pay it back, 
but with a salvage of more than 
40 
thousand 
dollars, 
the cost to 
the city will not be felt so badly . 
In this week’s Herald we repro­ 
duce a letter from the State Fire 
Dept, 
congratulating 
the 
Hamlin 
Fire Dept, on their good work in 
fighting the cotton fire. In fact, this 
great salvage from such a big fire is 
so unusual, 
that 
Hamlin's 
record 
should stand out for many y ears as 
what can be done, if y ou have some­ 
thing to fight with, and have the grit 
and determination to use plenty of 
water. Water was what saved the 
cotton. Even after some of the cot­ 
ton was loaded in box cars for ship­ 
ment to reconditioning plants, an­ 
other blaze started, hence it was 
a 
fire vigilance to the rolling away of 
the blackened bales.
